“A Trip to Antarctica” 


The Fuegan Channels, Falkland Islands and 
Antarctic Peninsula were visited by a group 
of Academy members, accompanied by Dr. 
and Mrs. Lindsay, last December. This pro- 
gram is a slide/lecture report of their 
experiences. 


Boarding the Lindblad Explorer at Puerto 
Montt, Chile, the group cruised through the 
Strait of Magellan and the Beagle Channel 
to the South Atlantic Ocean and the 
Falkland Islands, where enormous colonies 
of penguins, albatrosses and other birds 
were visited. 


Crossing Drake’s Passage the Explorer 
sailed south along the Antarctic Peninsula, 
calling at research stations of Chile, Argen- 
tina, Russia and the Palmer facility of the 
United States. 


The scenery and wildlife of Antarctica are 
highlighted in this presentation. As usual, 
your membership card admits you through 
the main entrance at Cowell Hall, and now 
that the Academy is open until 9 every eve- 
ning, you may use the rear entrance off East 
Middle Drive into the Wattis Hall of Man. 
Parking is available in this area also. For all 
three presentations, you will be asked to 
present your membership card at the audi- 
torium door. 


Special Exhibits 


Assembled in celebration of Chevron’s 
100th birthday, Creativity — The Human 
Resource offers a fascinating look at the 
last 100 years of creativity in America in the 
fields of science, medicine, technology, the 
visual and performing arts, and in archi- 
tecture and design. Also included in the 
exhibit, which is on view in the McBean- 
Peterson Galleries through August 26, is a 
film on the effect of environment on creativ- 
ity, presentations on videotape, a creative 
databank and computer games to stimulate 
and challenge your own creativity. Next 
stop for the popular display is Seattle, where 
it opens on September 10. 


Drake to Cook: Two Centuries of British 
Discovery in the Pacific, the current exhibit 
in Hohfeld | and II Galleries continues 
through September 3, and features a col- 
lection of memorabilia on the two great 
English navigators Sir Francis Drake and 
Captain James Cook. 


This is the last month to see Ice Age Art, 
the exhibit of man’s earliest art and symbol, 
on view in Lovell White Hall through 
August 31. 


Other continuing exhibitions include Fishes 
King Tut Might Have Eaten at Steinhart 
Aquarium, Voyagers to Jupiter in Science 
Hall and a color photographic show on Bali 
in Lower Cowell Hall.

COMES TO THE ACADEMY 


The Academy is proud to announce the 
opening in October of a major traveling 
exhibition from the Folger Shakespeare 
Library in Washington, D.C. entitled 
“Shakespeare, the Globe and the World.” 
The Academy will serve as host museum 
for the national opening of the exhibition, 
which features an exciting panorama of 
rare books and manuscripts, paintings, 
prints, sculpture and costumes which have 
never been shown outside the library. 
The exhibit will feature the world famous 
Adams model of the Globe Playhouse 

and six mini-theatres — audio-visual en- 
vironments presenting famous film clips 
from well-known performances of Shakes- 


peare’s plays, which will bring the world 
of Shakespeare and Elizabethan England 
to life. 


Made possible by grants from the 
National Endowment for the Humanities, 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, 
Exxon Corporation and the Corporation 
for Public Broadcasting, “Shakespeare, 
the Globe and the World” will tour six 
American cities, opening in San Fran- 
cisco on October 6. The show will run 
through December 31.

Steinhart Aquarium’s California Tidepool, 
pictured above. This large replica of a Cali- 
fornia tidepool is situated at the entrance to 
the Fish Roundabout and serves as a ‘“‘wet 
hands laboratory” for those who want to 
acquaint themselves with tidepool sea life 
including garibaldis, starfish, lobsters, sea 
urchins and more. Tidepool docent volun- 
teers are needed in various time slots and 
the Academy is now signing up interested 
volunteers for the training program in Cali- 
fornia Marine Life.

The Academy’s Wattis Hall of Man, which 
features life-size anthropological exhibits of 
various world cultures, was completed dur- 
ing July, three years to the month the hall 
opened to the public with only five exhibits 
on display... there are now ten. 


Wattis Hall embodies a unique concept in 
museum presentations of anthropological 
materials, that of ecological anthropology 
— the study of how various cultures have 
adapted to their environments to serve their 
own society’s needs. 


To foster a deeper understanding of the 
diversity in human societies, Wattis Hall 
presents dioramas on the highland farmers 
of New Guinea, desert nomads of Australia, 
fishing peoples of Micronesia, farming and 
herding tribes of the American Southwest, 
natives of the Northwest California Coast, 
rice farmers of Japan and the seal-hunting 
Alaskan Eskimos. The two most recently 
completed exhibits feature the Gabra herd- 
ing tribes of East Africa and the herders of 
the Peruvian Andes. 


Informal docent tours of Wattis Hall of Man 
are being offered at 11 a.m. each Wednes- 
day through the summer. 


The Wattis Hall complex includes Wattis 
Gallery, which displays material from the 
Academy’s permanent anthropology collec- 
tions including recent donations. This 
month’s feature is a donation of gauntlets 
decorated with Plains Indians beadwork, a 
gift from the McAvin family.

New Arrivals at Steinhart Aquarium 


During the recent DC-10 crisis, travelers in 
the South Pacific were inconvenienced and 
in many cases literally stranded in airports 
waiting for a vacant seat home. Last month 
a different kind of scheduled passenger 
was found without a ride when hundreds 

of tropical fish from the Philippines were left 
on freight docks for lack of transportation. 
When United Airlines became aware of the 
problem they came to the rescue and 
rushed the orphaned cargo to Steinhart 
Aquarium where, thanks to them, the daz- 
zling beauty of skunk clown fish, indigo 
demoiselles and leaf-nose moray eels, to 
name just three, can be enjoyed in many 
tropical reef tanks. 


Other recent additions include two bon- 
nethead sharks from the Gulf of Mexico 
received in an exchange with Sea World of 
San Diego for some of our black tip reef 
sharks. This tropical species resembles its 
larger relative, the hammerhead, and bears 
the same curious adaptation of the broad 
boomerang-shaped head with the eyes lo- 
cated at the extreme sides and widely 
spaced nostrils. This arrangement pro- 
vides a hydro-dynamic feature which keeps 
them on an even keel (the Roman poet 
Oppian called them “balancefish’’), and 
aids them in easily focusing on distant food 
sources with sensory perception compar- 
able to auditory parallax. The new bonnet- 
heads are now on display in tank #11 with 
other tropical sharks. 


Early in August members will receive in- 
formation describing Academy activities for 
the fall months. Separate categories for 
‘Adult Courses”, ‘California Study Tours”, 
and ‘‘Academy Expeditions” will give details 
and new registration procedures. With an 
expanded number of education and travel 
activities for members, it has become 
necessary to replace our phone-in reserva- 
tion system with write-in registration pro- 
cedures.
